Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the interview Applicant inquired why non-elected claims have 
not been prosecuted. The examiner explained to the Applicant that the new claims, introduced on 07/13/2006, recited 
multiple inventions. The examiner also remained the Applicant that during the interview of 1 1/02/2006 the analysis of 
claims 30-58 was conducted and, as a result of this discussion, the Applicant elected claims 30-33, 36, 37, 39 and 41. 
Therefore, the non-elected claims have been withdrawn from consideration by the examiner. 

Furthermore, possible amendments to the claims to overcame teachings of the prior art of record were discussed. 
Also, the examiner pointed out that the term "broadband rates" is confusing and needed clarification. In the end, the 
necessity of providing support in the specification for newly-introduced features, as well as the use of proper claims 
identifiers in accordance with the Revised Amendment Practice, 37 CFR 1 .121 , for amendments filed on or after July
